The Wacifie Railroad — Exaggcrated 
Views. 


The joy and enthusiasm of the country 
over the completion of the Pacific Railroad 
are natural, and, to a certain extent, reason- 
able. It is certainly one of the grandest ma- 
terial achievements ever performed by one 
people. To build one continuous line of rail- 
ways over the pathless plains of the centre 
of the continent, ascending the gradual 
slope of the mountains till a height of over 
8,000 feet is reached; then to penetrate the 
burning salt deserts, where for hundreds of 
miles scarcely wood or water can be 
and again to chmb the steep ridges of 
Pacific Mountains until an altitude of over 
6,000 feet is attained, from which must be a 
still steeper descent, to accomplish all this— 


‘a labor extending over nearly two thousand 


miles—in three years, instead of ten years, 
(as was expected;)"is certainly one.of those. 
grand evidences of energy and perseverance 
of which any nation may be proud. Amid 
‘the universal disgust which the interior 
“rings” of the Pacific roads with their loans 
and hundred per cent. profits “have inspired 
the community, we have almost forgotten 
the prodigious obstacles overcome and the 
enormous work accomplished by these pri- 
vate associations. 

We doubtif a grander material achieve- 
ment has been performed in modern times. 
To build these roads, it must be remem- 
bered that armies of men have been 
employed—the laborers of the Central Pa- 
cific alone having numbered at one time 
10,000 or more. For these great bodies of 
mén long provision trains and even water 
trains of cars were used, as for hundreds of 
miles hardly a spring of sweet water could 
be found ; and éven,the artesian borings gave 
no water that could be used. Often the 
water for steam was too alkaline, and soon 
incrusted the boilers and impeded all opera- 
tions. For construction, every tie and bridge- 
plank and every piece of fire-wood must be 
brought in trains, sometimes from points 
hundreds or thousands of miles away. On 
the Pacific side, mountains had to be ascend- 
ed. of afearful grade, rocks bored through, 
cliffs tunneled, and a height gained of over a 
mile above the level: of the sea, through can- 
yons of fearful depth and across chasms of 
dangerous width and abruptness. Moreover, 
on these stormy summits snow is the great 
enemy, and preparations must be made to 
guard against the dreaded avalanche and 
the drifts, which are sometimes more than 
fifty feet deep. 

On the Atlantic side the grading has, in- 
deed, been easier, but snow here has been a 
great obstacle, and the distances accom- 
plished have. been enormous, while many 
ravines have been bridged, and high moun- 
tain passes crossed.
